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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-5 are presented for the examination. 

Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101, which states, "whoever invents or discovers any new and useful 
process ... may obtain a patent therefor..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same invention," 
in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. 
Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re OckerU 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re 
Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

2. Claims 1-5 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claims 1-3 of copending Application No. 10/078404. This is a provisional double 
patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Specification 

3. The specification is objected to because on page 11, lines 8-9 and page 14, In 1-2 of the 
specification mentioned characters " the component reference information request message 142 
" had not been defined before. The entire specification should be so revised. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

i. As to claims 1 -5, they are not clearly indicated the step of inputting and 
outputting, what is the different between the outputting and inputting from first step and the 
outputting and inputting from third step or fourth step, unclearly to define where the inputting or 
outputting should go to or come from and how said interface name and a component kind can be 
holding. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Quirt et al 
(US. Patent 6,701,382 Bl). 

6. As to claim 1, Quirt teaches the invention substantially as claimed including: a reference 
information management are storing interface names, kinds and reference information in 
associated with one another (col 8, In 25-40), component (col 1, In 27-28), an inputted interface 
name and inputting component kind (col 10, In 30-33), outputting said component reference 
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information stored and corresponding to an inputted interface name and inputting component 
kind (col 7, In 25-28/ col 11, In 10-13), a request, which is a request for requesting a component 
and holds a component kind as a parameter( col 1 l,ln 20-22), acquiring said component kind 
from said request ( col 1 1, In 23-26), holding said interface name( col 1 1, In 34-36), inputting 
said component kind from said second step( col 1 1, In 20-21), outputting said component kind 
inputted( col 1 1, In 36-38), inputting said component reference information from said first step 
and outputting the inputted component reference information ( col 1 1, In 10-13/ In 20- 22 and In 
36-38). Quirt does not explicit teach the term managing a program. However, Quirt teaches 
managing a programming (implementing a Name service object, col 3, In 32-35). It would have 
been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to apply 
the teaching of Quirt because Quirt managing program would reduces the number of object 
references in a system such as to improve the use of resources in a software system. 
7. As to claims 2-5, they are apparatus claims of claim 1 ; therefore, they are rejected for the 
same reason as claim 1 above. In additional, Quirt teaches a component judgment condition (col 
7, In 34-36), managing said component judgment information (col 10, In 38-43 and In 65-67).
